Leaving Paris aud Its noisy fetes behind us, 
we mtule uurllratgtop at Fontnlnebleau, where 
we epnu tbreu days m Ualuujf tho palace and 
gardens anu In rambling1 through tbe gicat 
lurest It is only J? mites Iroui 1'arls In dis 
taucu, but is centuries away in time, it Is 
haunted with history 


Ihu i*oitsto) J?ouluiuebleau,forbundredsof 
>ears the favorite hunting g-ioULd ot the 
Tieuch mouarcUs, IBOJ miles In circumloreiice 
iiuiluuuiaous over 12.UU6 acres oi laud It la 
ciossod In several places by ranges of rocky 
hills, lonulug sometimes savu^o gorges or 
rouk> Klens, sometimes wide valle>s covered 
usually with dense loreaiB, and broken here 
un<l there with mckj piuciuiceu or baio sum- 
nuts, Irom which the eye sweeps o\ei tho wiue 
ex pause of yrecMi woods as over a billowy sua 
WiaUiug through the lorost aie well kept 
drivuduiulpaihd.maiked with irtHiueutguidu 
tpoiuils auu witb little patches ol blue or red 
pumitd on routs oi tioes to pieveut tiavoleia

Vor 
sallies with ita costly grandeur represents the 
reign of louls XIV, JJB grand Monarquc, and 
the Sa)0,WIS,UOO which It cost plunged Franefl 
Into the career of royal extravagance and op- 
pression which ended mthe bioodyrevolutlon 
other palaces belong to pan icular epochs, but 
rontainobleau to all.

ceeded a crowd ol gay and beautilul women 
'lh» court doubtless gained In gaiety and, in 
sollnessof manners, but not in purity, as a 
Preiioh writer saya Then oami that remark- 
able series ot women who ruled Prance by nil 
ing KB klnjis, and whose elegance and wit 
gilded their Blutmo, and aerv ed to make vice 
and sin moie dangerous by making tliem more 
attractive 
It was alFontalnebleau that the 


UucbftSB d Etampcs, Diane de Poitiers and 
Gabricllp d'Rstrcf a hold their court, and at a 
later time Madame de Malntenon had apart- 
ments thero The all-poweilul Diane de Poi- 
tiers, the lavonte ol Henry II, served as a 
model to the now school of painters. Her 
lorm, heriace, her attitudes and bearing, wore 
studied us the perfect models ot the beautt 
ful 
Her leaiures appeared in painting* 
sculptures and Irescoes, and In the pictures of 
the ancient goddesses ol Greece and Hume 
painted there one still fluda the figure ot this 
bad but brilliant woman 
Tor nearly throe hundied years the court of 


France kept the character impressed upon it 
at tontalneblcau, and with briei exception 
offered to the people a model of manners and 
moialsoi the most fatal significance 
In this 


model wifely virtue had little credit, and 
manl> purity no piaiso. Love, thopasslon 
the most powerful for good or evil of any in 
the humon heart, lost in the French ideals all 
Its aacredness and purity , the reign ot lawless 
passion was allowed as a law of nature, and 
the very foundations of the family and ol vir- 
tuous society were undermined 
French art aud Frencli literature show still 
the taint of thedo vicious ideals Illicit love, 
or amours, rather, lorm the staple topic of the 
common French novel 
If the true civiliza- 


tion is to be meaaared by the elevation, purity 
and dignity of the sentimenta and relations 
which unite the sexes and torm the lamily 
and societj itaoll, then the Trench civilization, 
with all its polish and taste, muat yield to the 
loss polite but vastly puier types which may 
be louud In ou- American villages and cities 
If 1 should translate the withering denuncia- 
tions ol the common Impurity which I heard 
lall Irom the llpa ot one of tlio most eloquent 
ciators and proachors of Franco, I should 
amply Justify the views I have lioro expressed 
Among the memories that linger aronnd 
rontalncbloau none seem more touck ing and, 
august thnn those ol the llrst abdication of 
Napoleon, and hia adieus to his soldiers. With 
all Lurope In league against him, driven back 
by the clouds of armies Invading France, 
though winning victories over aome of them 
at every step, he was loreed to see his capital 
fall into the hauds of his enemies 
Hellring 
to Fontainebleau, hia favorite palace lie offer- 
ed to the allied Sovereigns to abdicate in favor 
of his infant son, retaining only the regency. 
This proposition being rejected, lie wrote In 
haste the touch ing note ol full abdication on 
a Bcrap of paper, still shown in the palace 
sajing/'Theallled powers having proclaimed 
that the Emperor Napoleon Is t u sole obsta- 
cla to the re-eatablisl,mout of the peace of 
Europe, the Hmperor, faithful to his-oath, 
declares that he renounces for himself and hia 
successors the throne of Prance and Italy ; 
and that there la no personal sacrifice, even 
that of hia life, which lie ia not ready to make 
tor the interests ol France ' The little round 
table on whloh this nole was scrawled is still 
showu, and la its mahogany top is a deep cut 
wheie Napoleon drove his pen knifu in hiB 
angci at the Implacable hate with which those 
crowned lorda of Europe followed him 
A 
little after, in the great square called the 
"Court of the White Horse,' he took leave of 
the officers and soldiers ot the Old Guard. He 
embraced their general, saying, " I cannot em- 
brace you all ', then calling foi their battle 
standard he kissed the eagle three times, and 
with the worda "Adieu, mes Enfants, lelt 
ollicers and soldiers in tears 
From Fontaiuebleaii a ride of six hours 
through a beautltul farming region brought 
us to Dilon, where we spent two days An- 
other *ido of nine hours, relieved by the splen- 
did sopnery of *he Jura mountains, whloh we 
crossed, landed us in Lausanne, on Ihfl banks

wind storm north of Deoatur 25 and 40 
miles la«t evening, and as usual, Deoatnr 
escaped by getting just a little of the 
fag end of it, sufficient to cause some 
fright and cool the atmosphere, though 
it was quite sultry between 6 and 8 
o'clock. The clouds were thick, dark 
and ugly looking, as could be seen by the 
frequent flashes of lightning. Only B 
few drops of ram fell in Deoatnr, but in 
the vicinity of Forsyth and Oreana there 
was considerable rain.

AT BLOOMINQTON. 


A terrific electric and wind storm, with 


torrents of rain and hail, swept across 
McLean county from the northwest, be- 
ginning at 7 o'clock and continuing an 
hour and a half. 


It waa a genuine cyclone, the funnel- 


shaped, gyrating cloud, and the green 
sky peculiar to twisters being present, 
The people of Bloomington were thor- 
oughly frightened, and many rushed out 
into the street in the rain. Hundreds of 
trees were wrecked and blown into the 
street and across the street cor tracks. 
Tin roofs were stripped from buildings 
and small buildings demolished. As far 


vet learned, no great damage was 


done. The cyclone did not touch the 
earth, so the city escaped. It was re- 
ported that a house was struck by light- 
ning and bucned three or four miles 
northwest of Bloomington. A peculiar 
turtle, with neck and tail eight inches 
long, and the head of a snapper, fell 
in tbe street from a cloud.
